Since then 
Roosevelt has split the party in most 
states and depressed bnsjne-«. timber 
roasted Roosevelt for his attacks on 
the court and claimed that he drew

the Moyer and Haywood talk in f'ol- 
orado, ridiculed 
I{oo«evelt*s recent

West. Point, X. \'., Sept. 27. — A 


^tate of open rebellion exists today 
in the United States military acad- 
emy, 
the home of discipline. 
It is 


admitted that the authorities in 
charge are facing the most serious 
situation e\~er encountered at West 
Point, for the cadet corps is a unit la 
its stand. Xo one man seems more 
f-uitty than another and to expel one 
for insubordination means that all 
must go. 


The '".silent" affront given Capt.. 


Rufus E. JLongan. tactical instructor, 
in the mess ball Saturday is as noth- 
ing compared with the "silence" glr- 
en the military board of inquiry by 
the cadet corps, and unless 
some 


•weak-kneed cadet agrees to tell the 
board what caused the insult to Cap* 
tain Longan, the academy authori- 
ties are face to face with the neces- 
sity of court martialing the entire 
corps for insubordination, the most 
serious breach of military discipline. 
Lieut. Col. Sibley intimated today 


thut the entire cadet corps o£ 450 
members will be called, one by one, 
before the board and that tU* trttl- 
occupy two or three weeks. Kmryifijf 
ones declare, however, that tUToofg* 
will be guided by the action of the 
first classmen. If these men main- 
tain their refusal to talk., every un- 
der classman may be expected to do 
the same. The situation thus facing 
military authorities is that of rank 
and open insubordination. 


Jn the past xx-hen the cadet refused 
to testify before a military board of 
inquiry or a court martial, the officer 
in charge simply commanded the un- 
willing witness to testify. In the 
event of further refusal the 
cadet 


xvas immediately court martialed and 
dismlFsed for insubordination. Thus 
far not a single student has been or- 
dered to tell why the "silence" was 
gixen Captain Longan. 


In the meantime the corps is still 


under arrest. The cadets cannot be 
seen by reporters, who have been 
clamoring for their Mde of the story. 
It is understood, howexer, that the 
antagonism toward Capt. Longan fol- 
lowed several actions of that officer 
which the cadets regarded as "pet- 
ty." 


When a cadet is punished at West 
Point, he is compelled to do extra 
drills in the 
"punishment squad I" 
Last Saturday the punishment squad, 
marching in the rain, appealed 
to 


Captain Longan for rain coats, but 
xvere refused on th« ground that it 
x\as not raining hard enough. 


Captain Longan's action in demer- 


iting and orderina back to his quar- 
'ers Cadet Burt of Ogden. X. Y. who 
r»-port"d <ick. al-=o prcx-oked the stu- 
dents. especially since Burt was oper- 
ated on t*o davs later for appen jicit- 
i.=. in spite of Longan"^ intimation 
that he was ••plaxing 'possum."
